Wages $4 per Month 


On Wednesday morning a 
young man of about twenty years 
of age presented himself before 
Dr Girvin claiming medical 
aytention.

Any- 
one wishing to go to Calgary has 
about 3% hours to transact his 
business unless he wishes to remain 
there a day and a half. The early 
morning and midnight train, just 
taken off were better than nothing, 
although passengers leaving or ar- 
riving on either had to stand on the 
platform in all weathers waiting for 
the train, as the waiting room was 
always locked. There is a very

Prices Used to Soar Sky High In the 
Cafe Anglais In Paris. 

In the palmy days of its existence 
the Cafe Anglais in Paris was greatly 
affected by wealthy Americans. Ip 
this resort the charges soared sky high 
and it was considered bad form to ask 
the price of anything on the menu 
You simply ordered what struck yout 
fancy and were expected to pay smil 
ingly when the bill was presented. 

Julius Chambers was invited by @ 
friend to dine there once, and in the 
Brooklyn Eagle he tells of his experi 
ence: 

“Being asked to order the dinner fot 
my friend, I made it as simple as pos 
sible A bisque soup, salmon witt 
young potatoes, one small capon witb 
fine herbs, asparagus, tarts, Camem 
bert cheese and coffee. My friend did 
not dyink wine, and I ordered for my 
self a bottle of ‘the red wine of the 
house.’

He said he had gone tc 
the Cafe Anglais, ordered luncheon, be 
ginning with cold salmon, A whole 
fish was brought, and after a smal 
first helping he liked it so well that he 
took a second spoonful, He noticed 
that the fish was not taken from the 
table when the rest of his meal was 
brought. When he got bis bill be was 
charged for the whole salmon—6¢ 
francs ($12). He was essured it was a 
rule of the house tlat a second helping 
indicated he wanted the entire fish, and 
a charge of that kind was made.

Alberta Violations of 
the Seed Control Act 


The following firms in Alberta 
have recently been convicted of 
breaches of the Dominion Seed 
Control Act; Henry Wilson and J. 
R. Hamilton & Son, Edmonton; J. 
B, Griffith and J. Gilliland & Bro., 
Stettler; R. A. Webster, Cochrane. 

All the above convictions were 
for selling grain containing noxious 
weed seeds without indicating the 
presence of the same, as required 
by Section 6 of the Seed Control 
Act. In addition J. Gilliland & 
Bro., of Stettler were convicted of 
selling Timothy seed containing 
more weed seeds than allowed un- 
der the Act. 

It is the intention of the Domini- 
on Department of Agriculture to 
strictly enforce the provisions of the 
Seed Control Act throughout the 
West, and all persons handling seed 
should see to it that such seed 
is sold in accordance with the Act. 

A well equipped Seed Laboratory 
is at the service of all who desire to 
have seed tested. Copies of the 
Act and information as to the same 
may be obtained from the Dominion 
Seed Branch, Calgary.

ronval's Gymnase In Paris, the 
fortune of that shabby and melancholy 
institution of leuming seemed made 
Evariste Moronval had come to France 
from Guadeloupe, full of ambition and 
@reed. He had dreamed of repeating In 
Paris the successes that had made him a 
great man tn the Iittle black seaport. But 
Paris paid no attention to the great 
Evariste Moronval of the dark complex- 
fon, and he became one of the army of 
poor devils, starving and proud, one of 
those professors of anything who ramble 
wrelessly through the streets, 

One day fortune threw into his way the 
information that ship captains coming 
from foreign countries often brought with 
them the sons of rich natives to be edu- 
ented In Paris. Moronval seized the Idea. 
The Gymnase Moronval was the result. 

During the first year he gathered as 
Pupils two little savages from the Guinea 
eoast, and then the nephew of the Iman 
of Zanzibar.
